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Centre is saved 
- and set to be 
new youth hub 


A FORMER military drill hall in Ely has 
been saved from the bulldozers - and 
now looks set to become a state-of-the-art 
youth centre. 

Cambridgeshire County Council had 
Centre E, in Barton Road, earmarked for 
possible demolition so that the site could 
have been redeveloped. 

Cllr Elaine Griffin-Singh, who represents 
Ely North ward on East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council, then approached 
Ely county councillors Mike Rouse and 
Anna Bailey last year to see what could be 
done to prevent the building from being 
knocked down. 

At a county council committee meet¬ 
ing last week, Cllrs Bailey and Rouse both 
spoke passionately about the building’s 
facilities and importance to the local com¬ 
munity. 

A new charity called YEH (Youth Ely

Hub) has now been set up to run the build¬ 
ing and the charity has been granted a five- 
year peppercorn lease by the council to see 
if it can make a go of its plans. 

YEH will take over the running of the 
building from the current occupiers, The 
Forum Trust, which has run the facility for 
many years and which was anxious to en¬ 
sure the building was retained for the good 
of the community. 

City councillors Alison Whelan, Nigel 
Clarke and Jo Pearson have also played a 
significant part in securing a future for the 
premises. 

Cllr Griffin-Singh’s vision for the build¬ 
ing is to turn it into a youth hub for young 
people in the Ely area. 


She said: “I am so excited. Ely desperate¬ 
ly needs more things for young people to 
do and they need somewhere to go - this 
building is perfect. 

“I have been overwhelmed with the level 
of support I have received from the lo¬ 
cal community about this idea. So many 
companies and organisations have come 
forward wanting to support us in this ven¬ 
ture.” 

Cllr Bailey said: “I am so pleased for 
Elaine and her colleagues that we have 
managed to secure this building for young 
people in and around Ely. 

“I would like to thank The Forum Trust, 
who have worked so hard to make it avail¬ 
able for community use for so many years. 

“We look forward to the hand over from 
them and wish to stress that the building 
will continue to be available to the many 
local organisations that currently use it.”

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CHILDREN recovering from 
cancer and other serious ill¬ 
nesses enjoyed the holiday 
of a lifetime thanks to the 
Liam Fairhurst Foundation. 

A total of 17 youngsters 
and their families - all of 
whom have been seriously 
ill or who have a disability 
- were able to create magi¬ 
cal memories at Disneyland 
Paris. 

The £20,000 trip was paid 
for by the Liam Fairhurst 
Foundation - the charity set 
up in memory of the Soham 
teenager to support young 
people affected by cancer, 
disabilities and illnesses. 

Liam was 10 when he was 
diagnosed with cancer. He 
lost his battle with the dis¬ 
ease in 2009, aged 14, but 



during that time he raised a 
staggering £340,000 for chil¬ 
dren’s cancer charities. The 
Fairhurst family launched 
the foundation not long af¬ 
ter his death. 

The families set off on 
their adventure by coach 
from Cambridge’s Trump- 
ington park and ride at 7am 
on Sunday and were set to 
return last night. 

To make the trip extra 
special, officers from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary 
volunteered their own time 
to escort the two coaches, 


using police motorbikes and 
cars. They accompanied the 
convoy along the Mil to 
London, where officers from 
the Metropolitan Police then 
took over. The coaches were 
from Greys of Ely, based in 
Witchford, and all drivers 
also volunteered their time 
for the trip. 

Sarah Fairhurst, Liam’s 
mum, said: “As a family, we’d 
like to thank everyone who 
made this trip happen. If it 
wasn’t for the constant sup¬ 
port from people, business¬ 
es and organisations it cer¬ 
tainly wouldn’t have been 
possible.” 

Liam’s brother, Callum, is 
going to be cycling 18,000 
miles across the globe this 
summer to raise funds for 
the foundation.

Archives plans are 
now a step closer 


PLANS to transform two of Ely’s 
biggest family attractions into a 
large archives facility have moved 
a step closer. 

Planners at Cambridgeshire 
County Council have now applied 
to the authority to change the use 
of Strikes Bowling Alley and Planet 
Zoom, in Angel Drove. 

As reported last week, the coun¬ 
cil has bought the premises from 
American Amusements Ltd as it 
wants to transform them into a 
new home for the Cambridgeshire 
Archives. 

The purchase was revealed by 
the council before staff at Strikes 
and Planet Zoom had been told 
they could face losing their jobs.

School is 'good' 
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The proposals have caused a 
mixed reaction among local resi¬ 
dents. While some think having 
the archives in Ely will be good 
for the city, others say it is sad that 
such popular family attractions 
will close. 

The council has confirmed that 
it has now applied to change the 
use of the premises from D2 (lei¬ 
sure) to D1 (non-residential insti¬ 
tutions). 

The authority has been working 
to secure new premises for the ar¬ 
chives following an inspection by 


the National Archives which found 
that the current accommodation 
in the basement of Shire Hall, in 
Cambridge, is no longer fit for pur¬ 
pose. 

The council says the new build¬ 
ing is well located within easy 
walking distance of the train sta¬ 
tion and town centre, and is well 
suited for housing the archives. 

Speaking to Ely News last week, 
Neil Ainsworth, group operations 
manager for American Amuse¬ 
ments Ltd, said he hoped that 
when the bowling alley and soft 
play facilities do close, which he 
said could be in at least a year’s 
time, that another branch would 
be re-opened in the city.

Have your say 
on rail plans 


PLANS to build a second 
railway track between Ely 
and Soham are the subject of 
a public consultation. 

Bosses at Network Rail 
say the investment is part of 
a programme of work that 
will help to move lorries off 
the region’s roads by pro¬ 
viding additional capacity 
for freight trains on the Fe¬ 
lixstowe to Nuneaton route, 
which goes through Ipswich, 
Ely and Peterborough. 

They say the work will also 
help to increase capacity for 
future passenger services on 
that section of line. 

The railway between Felix¬ 
stowe and Nuneaton is a key 
freight route - and Network 
Rail says the additional ca¬ 
pacity provided by the pro¬ 
posed upgrade would result 
in up to 114,000 return lorry 
journeys being removed 
from the roads every year by 
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2023. As part of the propos¬ 
als, a number of level cross¬ 
ings would also be upgraded. 

Richard Schofield, Net¬ 
work Rail route managing 
director, said: “The plans for 
the railway between Ely and 
Soham are important to im¬ 
prove the railway in the east 
of England. 

“This stretch of track is 
currently a major bottleneck 
and the proposed second 
track will enable us to create 
extra capacity on the line for 
both freight and passenger 
services. We look forward to 
meeting local people to dis¬ 
cuss the scheme.” 

Although most of the pro¬ 
posed work required to build 
the new section of railway 
can be carried out within 
Network Rail’s boundary, the 


company says it will need 
to acquire some additional 
land next to the rail line on 
which to construct and op¬ 
erate the new line. 

This will require Network 
Rail to make an application 
for a Transport and Works 
Act Order to the Secretary of 
State for Transport, and this 
public consultation forms a 
key part of the application. 

It is anticipated that an ap¬ 
plication will be submitted 
later this year and subject to 
consent, work could start in 
2017, completed in 2019. 

Public consultation events 
are continuing at Soham Li¬ 
brary today from 10am-6pm, 
tomorrow at the same times, 
and Saturday 10am-lpm.

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Wrong place 

WHAT a shame that Strikes and 
Planet Zoom are to be moved out 
to make room for some musty old 
papers. It is not, as Councillor Bill 
Hunt says, a closed empty building 
but a vibrant centre, popular with 
many local families and children, 
and unless the archives are planning 
a holiday or going shopping what 
does it matter if they are close to 
the railway station and town centre. 

It is however important that family 
leisure facilities are kept central 
and convenient, not pushed to the 
outskirts which seems to be the 
current plan.

All about cost? 

IT is sadly significant that the recent 
article providing details of the 
retrograde step of moving the local 
archives from Shire Hall and the 
Cambridgeshire Collection to Ely, 
was headlined by "City's bowling 
alley to close"! (News, March 7). 

We are told that the irreplaceable 
archive material will not be housed 
in a building commensurate with 
its historical importance, as was 
the case with previously proposed 
schemes, but in an ex bowling alley! 
That perhaps says it all. 

Whilst accepting the Shire Hall 
archives need to be housed properly 
there is, I would maintain, no need 
to include the Cambridgeshire 
Collection material. Just a few years 
ago the collection was moved to 
its present site within the main 
library at what must have been a 
considerable expense. Unlike the 
Shire Hall archives that are currently 
housed in, "accommodation. . . 
no longer fit for purpose ", the 
Cambridgeshire Collection is 
properly housed. 

Graham Hughes, the council's 
officer in charge of the move, claims 
that: "We've worked hard to reduce 
the overall cost of the scheme. . .", 
surely to leave the Cambridgeshire 
Collection where it currently is 
housed costs nothing! Having 
rehoused the collection just a few 
years ago, if the planned current 
move goes ahead the money spent 
on the previous move will have been 
wasted. 

I would suggest that the University 
of Cambridge awarded Mike Petty, 
the previous Cambridgeshire 
Collection librarian, with an 
honorary degree for his efforts in 
assisting members of the university 
and undergraduates with their work. 
If the move to Ely goes ahead will 
that still be the case? 

I am not aware how many 
Cambridge residents, members of 
the university and undergraduates 
use the current facilities of the 


Cambridgeshire Collection, but I 
would suggest that is considerably 
more than those who, given the 
proposed move, will use it at Ely. 

If saving money is the aim of 
the move, then finding a building 
of a size to house the Shire Hall 
archive must be paramount, rather 
than finding a building to house 
both archives, which must be more 
expensive. 

Could it be that the exercise is 
really all about cost-saving on staff 
and other running costs? This may 
not be the case, but if the new 
proposals do not produce a viable 
number of people using the service 
then very large savings could be 
made by closing down the facility 
altogether, on the grounds of lack 
of use! 

Finally, it would be nice if Graham 
Hughes could tell us how much was 
spent on providing, a few years ago, 
secure and atmospheric storage for 
the Cambridgeshire Collection, and 
how much it will cost to convert a 
bowling alley to house both archives 
to the same standard?

GM is a threat 

EUROPE has relaxed their stance on 
GM crops in line with approval by the 
FDA in the US. Although the US has 
arguably the strictest food safety laws 
in the world governing new additives, 
the FDA has allowed GM to evade 
those laws. 

Genetically manipulated foods may 
be one of the most serious threats 
not only to our environment but to 
the health and very survival of future 
generations. 

The goal is ultimately to reconfigure 
the genetic core of almost every 
edible fruit, vegetable and grain. 

In May, 1992, the FDA made a 
blanket presumption that GE foods 
qualified to be categorized 'Generally 
Recognized as Safe'. They then said 
that these foods could be marketed 
without any safety testing at all. 
Moreover, they didn't require these 
foods to be labeled, so that at least 
consumers would be informed about 
the major reconfiguration that had 
occurred. 

A law suit was filed against the FDA 
in 1998 forcing them to hand over 
internal files. Within these pages 
were damning memos from scientists 
assigned to the biotechnology 
task force. They recognised that 
there were 'unusual risks' in these 
foods and understood that genetic 
engineering 'had the potential to 
create unexpected and unpredictable 
new toxins and allergens in these 
foods'. These toxins would be very 
difficult to detect unless each food 
was subjected to very rigorous long¬ 
term toxicological testing, the likes 
of which the biotech industry has 
routinely avoided performing and 
has been given a pass on by various 
governments. 

Preliminary groundwork by 
molecular biologists back in the 80s 
providing misinformation about 
GM crops made it possible for large 
corporations to invest in GE seeds 
and promote and sell them all over 
the world causing all kinds of havoc. 
Anybody with any interest whatsoever 
in eating healthy nutritious food may 
well be advised to avoid GM foods - 
that's if it is indeed labelled to be so!

When it comes to children with 
diabetes, it's important that they don't 
feel that their condition excludes 
them from enjoying a chocolate treat 
but parents might want to keep an 
eye on portion size. They may also 
want to check blood glucose levels of 
children more frequently to enable 
adjustment of insulin doses where 
necessary. 

We do not recommend 'diabetic' 
chocolate as it can still raise blood 
glucose levels and is often more 
expensive than regular chocolate.

RECYCLING 

Council secures 
£197,000 to 
boost recycling

EAST Cambridgeshire District Council has 
been awarded almost £200,000 to help pro¬ 
mote recycling in the Ely area. 

The Department for Communities and Lo¬ 
cal Government (DCLG) has confirmed that 
the authority is one of 46 successful bids to 
receive funding through its Recycling Reward 
Scheme. 

The council will receive £197,000 which 
will be used to fund a monthly prize draw 
that residents will be entered into if they put 
their recycling bin out for collection contain¬ 
ing the correct materials. 

The scheme is funded for two years and is 
expected to start in June. The council says the 
further information will be provided closer to 
the time. 

The district currently recycles 54 per cent 
of its waste, and the council says its aim is to 
achieve 60 per cent. 

WIND TURBINES 

Decision put back 

A DECISION on plans to erect three wind 
turbines near Haddenham will not be made 
until June as East Cambridgeshire District 
Council says it is still waiting for additional 
information from the applicants.

Ttain crash victim had 
dementia, inquest told

AN elderly man who died when he 
was hit by a train had dementia and 
was “renowned” for walking into 
roads and traffic, an inquest heard. 

Roy Neal, 86, from Littleport, was 
hit by a train at the town’s Sandhill 
crossing, in Victoria Street, on No¬ 
vember 4 last year. 

Mr Neal, who was married to 
Phyllis and had two daughters and 
three grandchildren, died of multi¬ 
ple traumatic injuries. 

Last Wednesday, William Mor¬ 
ris, senior coroner for North and 
East Cambridgeshire, ruled that Mr 
Neal’s death was accidental. 

In a statement, Mr Neal’s GR Dr 
Matthew Stephens, based at the 
town’s St George’s Medical Centre, 
said Mr Neal had suffered with de¬ 
mentia since 2009. 

The GP said: “He was renowned 
for wandering around the streets of 
Littleport on his own. I understand 
cars sometimes had to swerve to 
avoid hitting him as he was often in 
the middle of the road. His wander¬ 
ing around and shouting out loud 


didn’t improve with his medication. 

“I saw Mr Neal’s wife a few days 
after his death and she said she 
thought the most likely thing that 
had happened was that he walked 
onto the track without realising a 
train was coming.” 

The inquest heard that the train 
driver, Bryn Griffiths, was travelling 
at around 55mph when he became 
aware of an “elderly gentleman 
with a stick” on the track. 

Terence Hancocks, a fatality in¬ 
vestigator for the British Transport 
Police, said: “Mr Griffiths says the 
deceased did attempt to run off the 
track but it was too late.” 

Mark Wright, who lives near the 
crossing, witnessed the incident 
and said: “He [Mr Neal] pushed his 
way through the barriers. I shouted 
at him to stop and to get back, but 
he didn’t. It was too late; the train 
hit him.” 

Mr Hancocks added: “We have 
since learnt that members of the 
public and police were forever re¬ 
moving Mr Neal from danger.” 

Mr Neal, a keen horseman, was 
drum major of the Littleport Band 
from 1948 until he retired in the 
early 2000s. 


Slow for broadband

com, the road is the third slowest for 
broadband, with an average dowload 
speed of just 0.547 Mbps.

Striking stained glass 


A CONTEMPORARY stained glass 
exhibition celebrating the life 
of Welsh poet and writer Dylan 
Thomas is currently in Ely. 

The 'Harmony: Dylan Thomas 
International Glass Award Touring 
Exhibition' is now on show at the 
Stained Glass Museum, at Ely Cathedral. 

Thomas was born in October 1914 
and a whole host of events have been 
held across the world to mark the 
centenary of his birth. 

He was a Welsh poet and writer 
whose works include the poems 'Do 
not go gentle into that good night', 'And 
death shall have no dominion', and the 
'Play for Voices', and stories and radio 
broadcasts such as 'A Child's Christmas 
in Wales' and 'Portrait of the Artist as a 


Young Dog'. 

He became popular in his lifetime and 
remained so after his premature death in 
New York on November 9, 1953. 

In his later life he acquired a 
reputation, which he encouraged, as a 
"roistering, drunken and doomed poet". 

The exhibition of contemporary glass 
art has been organised as part of the 
recent centenary celebrations, and artists 
worldwide were invited to submit glass 
panels themed around 'Harmony'.

Bromwich marks 
career milestone

THOSE who lament the passing of an era 
where players were near-on wedded to one 
club for most of, if not the entirety of, their 
careers will be heartened by the tale of Martin 
Bromwich. 

That is because last Saturday the Soham 
defender was honoured by the club for pass¬ 
ing the 500 appearances mark for them. 

Since joining from Ely in October 2002, 
Bromwich has been a continuous presence 
in the Greens side, securing cup wins and the 
Eastern Counties League title in 2008. 

But then again, why would he want to go 
anywhere else? 

“Maybe it would have been different if I 
had clubs from a higher level come in for 
me, but I’ve always felt settled here,” said 
Bromwich. 

“Eve been fortunate enough to play under 
some very good managers and whenever a 
new manager has come in, they’ve wanted 
me to be part of the team. 

“The club have always been very 
welcoming to my parents and wife when¬ 
ever they have come to watch, and I’ve got a 
good rapport with the supporters, so I’m very 
happy here.” 

Even when playing youth football in his 
home town of Sittingbourne, Bromwich 
stayed loyal to one club. 

He turned down an approach from the 
town’s senior team at 17 because his youth 
side were higher in the table than them. 

Money, considered by many to be the 
scourge of the modern game, has never been 
a motivating factor for Bromwich either. 

“Even when I first came to Ely, I was 
surprised I was getting paid to play,” said 
Bromwich. 

“I would have been playing anyway, 
whatever level it was at, so to get paid for it 
has always been a nice bonus.” 

Being forced to sit out the entire 2006/07 
season with a back injury threatened Brom¬ 
wich’s career. 

But following the decision to have an 
operation, he played a big role in helping 
Soham win the Eastern Counties League and 
promotion the following season. 

That championship is one of the highlights 
for him, although there are other memories 
which stick out. 

“When we were playing at the level below, 
the FA Vase games were special, especially 
the away games,” said Bromwich. 

“One time we played West Allotment Celtic 
and stayed up in Newcastle the night before. 

“They were one of the favourites and we 
beat them.” 

The 37-year-old reached 500 games in the 
loss at Needham Market and Soham decid¬ 
ed to recognise his achievement when they 
hosted Thamesmead at the weekend. 

And even when he is retired, Bromwich still

intends to be around at Julius Martin Lane. 

“I’ve spoken to a few ex-players and 
managers, and they all tell me I’ll know when 
the time is right,” said Bromwich. 

“I’ll still come down to watch and keep 
in touch with people because Soham will 
always be special to me.” 

The match against Thamesmead did not 
go Soham’s way however, as they went down 


to a 1-0 loss. 

In challenging conditions that made it hard 
for both teams to play good football, it took a 
goal out of nothing to settle the game. 

A Thamesmead player picked up the ball 
from deep, and ran 20 yards before unleashing 
an unstoppable shot from 25 yards. 

Ryan Sharman had Soham’s best chance to 
open the scoring in the first half, and after the 
interval Luke Stanley drew good saves from 
the Thamesmead keeper. 

Rangers kept trying to put the pressure on 
but they were unable to get the equaliser they 
needed.
